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Philip Smith, age seventy-four, who 
holds the world frat record of miss¬ 
ing only two meetings of his division 
in twenty-eight years of membership, 
was killed by a young negro motorist, 
a block from the Home for Aged 
Deaf, February 9th. He held certifi¬ 
cate number 58, and was the first frat- 
er admitted to the Home. 

Born and educated in England, 
Smith lost his right arm when he fell 
from a high scaffold while sculpting 
in the historic old Palmer House here, 
about 1890. Finally Rev. P. Jj»Has- 
enstab got him ajob at the Pullman 
car plant, way out south df Chicago. 
This job he kept for thirty-five years, 
retiring on a pension of twenty-five 
dollars per month, three years ago, 
and being admitted to the Home. Of 
this pension, he gave five dollars 
monthly to the Home, keeping ten 
dollars for his own spending money 
and the remaining ten dollars for his 
wife, who died soon afterwards. 

Rain or snow, for twenty-eight 
years, he made the long trip frdm out 
Pullman way, once each month, to 
attend the meeting of Chi-first frats, 
lifting his one good arm in salute to 
the chair. Only twice in all those 
years was he unable to attend — 
either illness or snow blockades inter¬ 
fering with the transportation. 

The afternoon of the 9th, Smith 
asked Gus Hyman to give him a pass 
to the movie a block away. Gus fill 
ed out the pass, signing his wife’s 
name—she is matron of the Home 
A few minutes later, housekeeper Mrs. 
Jeffries happened to look out of the 
window, 'and called the household to 
see the huge crowd collected across 
on the boulevard. “Some poor chap 
hit by one of those speed fiends,” she 
said. Gus put on his Ulster, and hur¬ 
ried out. Just before he arrived, an 
ambulance whizzed up and hurried 
away with the body. So Gus did not 
get a look at the horribly battered 
face. 

At the hospital, internes searched 
Smith’s clothes for indentificalion. 
Only that movie pass gave a clue 
There were three “M. B. Hymans” 
listed in the phone directory. Each 
was called up 'in turn: “Does a man 
with one arm live with you ?” On 
the third call, Mrs. Mabel Hyman 
answered in the affirmative, asking 
why. “Never mind, we will see you 
in a minute." A few minutes later, a 
police car whizzed up and mounted 
officers broke the news in a kindly 
manner. 

The funeral was on Lincoln’s birth¬ 
day. The Rev. Flick paid eloquent 
tribute to the doubly handicapped 
man and his record of thirty-five years 
with one firm. Pallbearers were 
brothers DesRocher (certificate 10), 
Vaughn, Springer, Boerste, Brasher 
and Gaddis. Internment was in Wun- 
der Cemetery—oldest in the city. 
Smith’s five-hundred-dollar frat certi¬ 
ficate was payable to the Illinois Home 
for Aged Deaf.

One might search our woods for a 
rtionth nowadays without being' able to 
find a bee tree, s a matter of fact 
not many people keep bees at present. 
I know of but a single apiary within 
twelve miles of our old place, and that 
is managed pn such strictly scientific 
lines that swarms never escape to the 
woods. The bees are not allowed to 
swarm in the natural way, but are 
“divided” at the proprietor's good 
pleasure. No doubt that is the best 
way to keep bees, or at least the most 
profitable way. 

But it was all quite different fifty 
years ago, when there were forty-one 
bee sheds in our small town alone and 
the bees swarmed as nature prompted 
them. Mostly this was toward the 
end of June and throughout July, of¬ 
ten on a Sabbath morning -while the 
farmer and his family were at the 
meetinghouse three or four miles away. 
In consequence a good many young 
swarms escaped to the woods and took 
up their abode in hollow trees, usually 
a venerable old sugar maple or a lofty 
basswood. A tree that had round 
holes far up the trunk, holes made by

is a very old and widespread one. 
Probably it began when men first 
worked out mathematical problems 
with numbers. Thirteen is a both- ‘ 
ersome number to work with and I 
you are certainly unlucky when you 
have to do much dividing or multi¬ 
plying with it. Ten, twelve or 
fourteen are much easier to do things 
with, as you may have noticed. 

For centuries the Hindus have 
considered thirteen untticky. The 
Norsemen had twelve major gods. 
Loki, the mischief-maker, was the 
thirteenth. It was he who came to 
a feast of the twelve gods, making 
a thirteenth at table and causing 
disaster—since he shot and killed 
Balder, the god of spring and sun¬ 
light, with an arrow tipped with 
mistletoe. It is the shadow of this 
pagan legend, partly at least, that 
makes our superstition about thir¬ 
teen at a table, though, as few guests 
nowadays carry bows and arrows, 
the present fear is silly. 

During the Middle Ages Christians 
thought of thirteen as unlucky, re¬ 
membering that there were thirteen 
at the Last Supper. Friday was 
thought of as an unlucky day, be¬ 
cause it was the supposed day of the 
crucifixion, though Friday bad been 
considered a lucky day before. A 
wise and sensible pope, Gregory the 
Great, tried to persuade Christendom 
that thirteen at table was not an 
unlucky number. ^ 

Every morning this pope en¬ 
tertained twelve poor men round 
his marble table at breakfast. On 
the table you may still read an in¬ 
scription the pope had placed there 
i telling how one morning Jesus, him- 
: self, appeared to sit at the table with 
i the beggars, making a thirteenth 
i there and so blessing the number.
